It was explained to me by 
your office that this horse won the wrong 
kind of race — something which you refer to 
as an Old Style Maryland-bred race. Your 
office informed me that no breeder awards 
are paid on these races.

Maryland Fund program needs a change. 

An individual enters his horse in good 
faith. He has bred the best he can afford and 
hopes for the best. He has expended a great 
deal of energy and money from the time the 
mare was bred until the foal won a race. Most 
times the horse is in the hands of a new 
owner and trainer and the breeder has no 
control over the race the horse is entered in. 

If a Maryland-bred wins any race in Mary¬ 
land the breeder should be paid an award. To 
card a race that eliminates a breeder award is 
unfair to the breeder whom you are en¬ 
couraging to breed in Maryland.

Trap Bill Requires Support 

Sir: 

On Friday, February 6 at 10 a.m. an all 
important hearing to outlaw the use of leg- 
hold steel traps on land was held in An¬ 
napolis. This bill should have had the un¬ 
qualified backing of every hunt club in the 
state yet not one organized hunt was repre¬ 
sented that morning. The whole load of pre¬ 
senting the view of the foxhunter before the 
panel fell to the Maryland State Foxhunters 
Association (a loose knit association of indi¬ 
vidual hunters, owners of from a few to 
thirty or more hounds). 

The bill had the support of the Audubon 
and Humane Societies and various conserva¬ 
tion groups. Vociferous trappers were there 
in great numbers overshadowing the propo¬ 
nents of the bill. 

Had the hunt clubs lent the considerable 
weight of their organizations, our cause 
would have been greatly strengthened. 

Untold numbers of foxes and hounds (not 
to mention house pets) are killed and 
maimed each year by these devices. 

Every hunt enthusiast whether he is a 
"one gallused" foxhunter, a pink-coated 
rider to hounds, a social "breakfast hunter" 
or dedicated hill topper should keep con¬ 
stant vigilance over any and all legislation 
pertaining to our sport. 

I realize that your magazine is essentially 
geared to the horse owner and to the pre- 
ponderent hunt membership who are for the 
most part equestrians rather than foxhunters 
in the strictest sense. However, THE MARY¬ 
LAND Horse does promote the sport of rid¬ 
ing to hounds and in this context it seems to 
me that it would be of great service to the 
sport in all of its phases if you turned your 
priorities around occasionally and put 
greater emphasis on the fox and hound 
rather than the horse and rider. 

With a better understanding of the whole 
sport perhaps the dreadful lack of support as 
evidenced last Friday in Annapolis will not 
occur again.

Of all the Classic racehorses to grace the American Turf 
none bequeathed a more lasting and vivid memory than 
Ruffian — who broke a leg in front of 20 million people 
while leading Foolish Pleasure in a match race last July 6th.

H ow does a small breeder feel when another man 
makes all the money off of the best horse he ever 
produced? 

''It doesn't bother me one little bit," says Calvert county 
breeder G. Walther Ewalt. "My thing is raising horses to sell. 
If they run better than anyone expected, well, then they're 
bargains. Selling a bargain or two isn't all that bad. The buyer 
knows where the horse came from — so if he's smart he'll 
come back for more. Only thing is, when he comes back for a 
half-sister or half-brother to his stakes winner, well, I can ask 
for a lot more money." 

Mr. Ewalt, owner of 300-plus acre Delhi Plantation in deep 
Southern Maryland, is the breeder of Rest The Quadrant. The 
3-year-old gelding is the first stakes winner ever bred by Mr. 
Ewalt. Several months ago he was sold for $70,000, but that 
transaction did not involve the breeder. Mr. Ewalt had relin¬ 
quished his ownership for a much, much smaller price four 
months before Rest The Quadrant made his first start. 

For Mr. Ewalt the story on Rest The Quadrant began at the 
1972 Maryland Fall Sales when he purchased Quadray for 
$6,500 from the consignment of Mrs. E. W. Nichols. Quad- 
ray, a daughter of Quadrangle, was at that time in foal to 
Restless Native. That unborn foal turned out to be Rest The 
Quadrant, winner last month of Bowie's E. P. Heagerty 
Stakes. In addition to winning the Heagerty, Rest The Quad¬ 
rant has also placed in four stakes — the Senatorial, Sasscer, 
Maryland Futurity and Burch. 

After raising Rest The Quadrant at his spectacularly beauti¬ 
ful Delhi Plantation, Mr. Ewalt consigned the colt to the 1974 
Eastern Fall Sales at Timonium. 

Unlucky in drawing position No. 1 in the catalogue. Rest 
The Quadrant failed to meet the reserve price that Ewalt had 
decided on. So the consignor loaded his yearling back on his 
horse trailer and took him home to Calvert county. 

In January of his 2-year-old year Rest The Quadrant was 
sent to Ed Stevens' Rocketts Mill Farm in Virginia to be 
broken and galloped. It was there that trainer Dick Dutrow 
saw the gelding (he was castrated by Stevens soon after 
arriving from Delhi Plantation) and decided to buy him for 
Heatherway Stable. 

Dutrow has never had cause to regret that purchase. 
Rest The Quadrant made his first start in July at Delaware 
Park. He won that maiden-special race by two lengths. In

eight subsequent starts (through mid- 
February, 1976) the gelding has never 
finished worse than third. Five times he has 
been a winner. 

For Wally Ewalt, Rest The Quadrant's suc¬ 
cess is something of a dream come true. 
Looking back, the Princeton graduate says 
his main regret is that he did not get into the 
horse business professionally as a young 
man. "I should have gone to Kentucky when 
I got out of college," says the hale, hearty, 
robust grandfather of seven. "Instead, I took 
a year of post graduate work at Johns Hop¬ 
kins and wound up being an auditor for the 
state. But horses have always been the big 
thing in life for me. My mother told me that 
my very first word as a baby was 'horse.' 
And my wife says it'll probably be my last, 
too." 

Always turned off by city life ("the best 
view of Baltimore is the one I get from my 
rear view mirror"), Mr. Ewalt raised his fam¬ 
ily in Anne Arundel county a few miles from 
Annapolis. He saw to it that each of his three 
sons and three daughters was properly ex¬ 
posed to horses. And now he's working on 
his grandchildren. 

"My uncle took me to the races when I was 
6 years old, and I've been hooked on them 
ever since." And to prove his point, Mr. 
Ewalt pulls out snapshots he took of Man o' 
War winning the Preakness. "Used an old 
box camera," he explains. "Not very good 
pictures, but they're valuable to me." 

Fifteen years ago Mr. Ewalt retired as a 
state auditor. Three years later he and his 
wife, Claire, purchased Delhi Plantation. 

In Mrs. Ewalt's words, "We didn't buy 
much except the acreage and the view." The 
house (a portion of which dates back to the 
late 1600's) had been unoccupied for 15 
years. Needless to say, it was a total sham¬ 
bles. 

Claire and Wally Ewalt pumped money, 
enthusiasm and good taste into the recon¬ 
struction of one of Maryland's oldest houses. 
And they did a magnificent job. From every 
room on the first floor a breath catching view 
of the Patuxent river is afforded. And in the 
summertime the Ewalts use their mile or so 


of private beach for swimming, boating and 
cookouts. 

The house is furnished with antiques 
which have come down from both branches 
of their families (Mrs. Ewalt's father was 
John Alfred Stalfort who headed the Con¬ 
solidated Engineering Company, a major 
contracting firm which among otherThings 
constructed the Department of Commerce 
building in Washington). Portraits of ances¬ 
tors hang in almost every room. 

Sitting in his office (which is part of the 
house's oldest section), Mr. Ewalt is sur¬ 
rounded by photographs of his grandchil¬ 
dren riding in horse shows, cases of ribbons 
(mostly from dog shows in which he exhib¬ 
ited Irish Setters), a Confederate flag (Ronald 
Reagan is his choice for the nation's next 
president), guns, miscellaneous trophies 
and shelves of books covering several sports. 

Himself an amateur rider in Virginia as a 
young man, Mr. Ewalt owns a set of racing 
colors — "but they've never been carried in a 
race at a recognized track." He allows as how 
they might be used at some future date 
though, because Mrs. Ewalt wants to retain a 
yearling or two each year to start their own 
racing stable. 

"I'm opposed to the idea," says Wally, 
"but if Claire insists hard enough. I'll do 
what I usually do — give in to her." 

In addition to his four broodmares and two 
yearlings, Mr. Ewalt also owns a 28-year-old 
Thoroughbred riding horse named Jack Cary 
and a pony teaser. About Jack Cary, Mr. 
Ewalt says: "I bought him 24 years ago for 
$150, and I've had $15,000 worth of fun with 
him." 

The broodmares, in addition to Quadray, 
are Garment Gal (dam of stakes winner 
Curious Yellow), Sunrise Patrol (by Sunrise 
County) and Inquisitive Pia (by Pia Star). All 
three are barren for 1976. 

Quadray is due to foal May 20 to the cover 
of Brave Emperor, a syndicated stallion in 
which Mr. Ewalt owns a share. This foal will 
mark the third consecutive Brave Emperor 
produced by Quadray. Next year, Mr. Ewalt 
hopes she will foal either a full brother or 
sister to Rest The Quadrant. "We've booked 
her back to Restless Native," he explains. 
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Framed by driftwood, Wally Ewalt 
walks along the Patuxent river beach which 
adjoins his lovely Calvert county farm. 


"because we know that first foal was a good 
one. But in my mind I'm not optimistic about 
full brothers or sisters being equally suc¬ 
cessful. Look at Man o' War — or almost any 
top horse, for that matter." 

Quite naturally, genetics fascinate the 
Southern Maryland sportsman. Not only 
does he attempt to breed the best race 
horses, he also breeds homing pigeons on a 
rigidly selective basis. "I've had pigeons off 
and on since I was 12 years old," he adds. 
"They're the poor man's race horse. I've 
competed with them in lots of races, some¬ 
times shipping them as far away as Atlanta. 
I'm not racing them anymore, though. Now I 
mate them to produce certain qualities in 
their squabs. When they don't turn out the 
way I want them, we have squab for dinner." 

Along with his 150 pigeons, Mr. Ewalt 
raises geese, guineas and chickens. 

"I just like to work with animals," he adds. 
"We don't hire anybody to help us with the 
chores. Claire and I do the whole thing — 
sometimes one of our sons helps out, 
though." 

Among their six children are two sets of 
twins. The older set are from Mr. Ewalt's first 
marriage, the second set from his marriage 
with Claire. Only 24-year-old Douglas 
(whose twin brother is named Barton) still 
lives at home. They are the Ewalts' youngest. 

An avid hunter, fisherman and swimmer, 
Mr. Ewalt is also president of the Calvert 
County Historical Society and is a member of 
such organizations as the Maryland Histori¬ 
cal Society, the Geneological Society, the 
Southern Maryland Society and the Indian 
Landing Boat Club. 

In his opinion, he should have lived 100 
years ago. 

I think I'd have fitted in a lot better," says 
the man whose father was a banker. "Today I 
favor any politician who attempts to stop our 
drift to the left.

Graham, Jockey 
And Mother

Jockey Sue Graham has the picture right 
up there on the wall. A photo finish. The day 
she beat Chris McCarron a nose on the wire 
at Bowie. When she was pregnant. 

"I tell him he got beat by two girls/' said 
Sue, holding her wiry six-month-old daugh¬ 
ter Shannon. Three months pregnant before 
a doctor diagnosed her condition in De¬ 
cember, 1974, and insisted she quit riding 
immediately, Sue's back on the race tracks 
now — and so is Shannon. 

Married to another jockey, Wayne 
Jamtgaard, Sue is the only Maryland rider 
who has ever routinely brought a baby to 
work with her in the afternoon. 


Shannon eats, sleeps and watches races on 
closed circuit television in the trailer that 
serves as a women's jockeys' room on days 
when her mother rides, and if the arrange¬ 
ment upsets any of the other women riders 
they aren't telling Sue. 

"A couple of the girls have said they want 
one just like her; I think she's only cried 
once. I try to arrange it so she's taking her 
nap when I go out to ride a race and she's still 
asleep when I shower afterwards. Some¬ 
body's always willing to watch her when I'm 
not there," she explained. 

A neighbor cares for the baby while Sue 
gallops horses in the mornings. Sue gets her 
up after breakfast at 4 a.m. 
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Married to jockey Wayne Jamtgaard, 

Sue Graham takes their daughter Shannon 
to the track with her when she rides. 

Sue got back to galloping horses in late 
August after having Shannon on July 13. She 
resumed race riding in early October. 

''It isn't nearly as hard as I thought it 
would be, taking care of her and working," 
she added. "Both Wayne and I had been told 
we probably couldn't ever have children, so 
when she came along it was like she was just 
meant to be. That's made it a lot easier to 
adjust." 

Constant questions about whether or not 
race riding isn't too dangerous for a young 
mother have begun to irritate Sue. "I never 
wanted to get hurt. It's just like going out in 
an automobile. The danger is always there 
but you don't think about it all the time. Look 
at all the men taking the same risks: a lot of 
them are their family's sole support. Mostly I 
just really want to do good now. I wanted to 
do good before but now it means even more 
to me." 

Parenthood has made almost more 
changes in Wayne's life than hers. Sue re¬ 
marked, since he's temporarily given up race 
riding in favor of a steady job as an exercise 
boy. When Sue was pregnant they decided 
his career as a jockey had to be secondary to a 
regular income. 

"Some of the guys razz me about her rid¬ 
ing and me not," commented Wayne, who 
works for trainer Jerry Taylor. "But I'm lift¬ 
ing weights and when I get back up to 100 
pounds Tm going to try to come back." Sec¬ 
ond leading rider at Laurel in 1971, he had 
been in a riding slump since a bad spill at 
Bowie in 1972. 

Sue, a 28-year-old native of New Castle, 
Del., who rode her first race in June, 1971, 
was at the peak of her career when her 
maternity leave began. "For the first three 
months I rode almost every day and some 
nights, too," she said. "My percentage of 
horses in the money was the best it had ever 
been. Seems like something always happens 
when you get going good like that." 

Her pregnancy was extremely healthy, 
and she gained only one pound before she 


stopped riding. Unlike most expectant 
mothers Sue was constantly urged by her 
obstetrician to eat more: "I ate the right 
things but I just wasn't used to all the quan¬ 
tity." Regularly 98 pounds, she eventually 
gained 20 and had little trouble losing them 
after the baby was born. 

Being an athlete helped her give birth and 
recover more easily. Sue believes. After she 
quit riding she kept fit with exercises from a 
woman's magazine and spent the rest of her 
time reading everything she could find about 
birth and child care. She also planted a huge 
vegetable garden at a friend's house. 

The Jamtgaards, the only married jockey 
couple in Maryland as far as they know, have 
lived in a modern townhouse development 
in Laurel for the last year and a half. They 
talk of eventually having a farm where they 
could leg up horses and break yearlings, but

in the meantime they're slightly bitter about 
the problems they find riding here. 

"Everything is so cliquish," said Wayne. 
"The big outfits run everything and it's hard 
for the little guys to make a living." 

Sue is still fighting an uphill battle because 
of her sex and both riders face a prejudice 
against their light weights. (Many trainers 
frown on horses carrying lead.) 

But neither plans to give up race riding. 
"It's painful to give up something you've 
worked so hard for," observed Wayne. "I 
love the race track. I couldn't see working 
any place else. It's better than any factory 
job, any office." 

Sue nodded silently. Shannon had fallen 
asleep in her arms. □

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Governor's Cup 
Honors Leading

The scene: two ladies batting ideas back 
and forth as to how to make money for one of 
their pet projects. 

One lady was foxhunting oriented, the 
other an antique buff. The project — a recep¬ 
tion center for Historic Annapolis. 

"Jane, I've got it," I said. "Let's have a 
hunt breakfast at Paca House. Remember? 
Paca was quite a horseman. He loved to play 
the ponies, as we say in these days. Beautiful 
Paca House in Annapolis, with the gardens 
in back. A perfect place for a hunt breakfast 
and we will invite all the Maryland hunt 
clubs and charge each guest for breakfast." 

Jane agreed. The idea was a winner and we 
considered the day's work a success. 

The Jane I speak of is Jane Gude, wife of 
a Maryland Representative to Congress, 
and head of the committee raising funds for a 
permanent reception center to be built on the 
land already acquired by Historic Annapolis, 
Inc., and located adjacent to Paca House 
gardens in Annapolis. 

Jane liked the breakfast idea, but she did 
me one better. Early the next a.m. the tele¬ 
phone rang. "I haven't slept all night," she 
said. "I wanted to call you at 3 o'clock. The 
breakfast is great, but why not give a trophy 
to go to the hunt which does whatever hunts 
are supposed to do? We could call it the Gov¬ 
ernor's Cup." 

Tactfully, I told my non-horse oriented 
friend that foxhunters aren't really "sup¬ 
posed to do anything," but hunt race riders 


do a lot and this just might be the start of 
something much needed. 

Explaining to Jane the difference between 
people who ride in hunt races and people 
who go foxhunting wasn't all that simple. 
"Oh," she said. "You mean the only differ¬ 
ence is, there are no hounds or a fox on the 
hunt race course?" 

"No, Jane, there are no hounds or foxes, 
but there are usually about 20 fences on a 
two-and-a-half to three mile course, and 
those fences are big and strong and those 
horses and jockeys are flying low," I volun¬ 
teered. 

She made an instantaneous decision. 
"What you are saying is the Governor's Cup 
and hunt racing are made for each other. 
And the Cup can be presented at a hunt 
breakfast at Paca House and we can make it 
an annual affair every spring." 

That is how the Governor's Cup, Mary¬ 
land's answer to the Seven Corners Trophy, 
came into being. 

A call to Randolph Reed, chairman of the 
Potomac Hunt Races for the past several 
years, confirmed that it was a good idea. 
"This is just what we need to get the Mary¬ 
land circuit going," he said. 

The weeks and months that followed were 
busy ones for Reed. He contacted represen¬ 
tatives from all Maryland hunts who have 
sponsored hunt races in the past, and some 
who haven't, but hopefully would. 

The first meeting, held September 5, 
brought representatives from eight Mary- 
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land hunts. (There are ten recognized and six 
registered.) The second meeting, September 
19, attracted six representatives. By the third 
and last meeting to date, the plans were for¬ 
mulated, the rules written and the commit¬ 
tee formed. 

To date, six Maryland hunts — Marl¬ 
borough, Howard County, Elkridge- 
Harford, Goshen, Potomac and Middletown 
Valley — are planning to participate in the 
first running for the Governor's Cup, the 
official name given the Maryland hunt racing 
circuit. 

"The purpose of this circuit is to further 
and perpetuate the art and sport of ladies 
and gentlemen riding hunting horses over 
fences in the state of Maryland . . ."so go the 
introductory remarks included in the rules 
and regulations drawn up by the committee. 

Randolph Reed, Potomac Hunt, was 
elected chairman of the 1976 committee. 
Other members include: John Myers, 
Marlborough; Alfred Knowles, Goshen; 
Hazel Welsh, MFH, Howard County; H. 
Turney McKnight, MFH, Elkridge-Harford; 
Richard Moran, MFH, Middletown Valley, 
and Cissy Finley as the representative from 
Historic Annapolis, Inc. 

The conditions of the races on this circuit 
are as follows: 

1. Riders must conform to the condi¬ 
tions of each of the individual point- 
to-point races in which they partici¬ 
pate. 

2. The minimum weight is to be not less 
than 185 pounds. 


3. Distance is to be a minimum of 7Mi 
miles. 

4. Horses must have been regularly and 
fairly hunted with a recognized or 
registered pack during the current 
season. The rider's entry is to be pro¬ 
per certification of this qualification.

5. Tack and attire are to be established 
by each of the individual point-to- 
point races. 

6. The rider winning the season's high¬ 
est point total in all participating 
meets will be presented the Gover¬ 
nor's Cup trophy which may be kept 
in his possession for one year. He will 
also be awarded a permanent piece of 
silver. 

7. Points for the Governor's Cup will 
not be given at any sanctioned race or 
meet. 

8. Points will count for each rider in all 
participating meets toward the 
championship finishing positions 
with scoring as follows: winner — 5 
points; second — 3 points; third — 2 
points and all starters — 1 point. In 
the event a race is split, points will be 
awarded in both sections. 

9. Not more than one meet may award 
points for the Governor's Cup on the 
same weekend. 

The guidelines set up include the follow¬ 
ing: for the first year the committee will con¬ 
sist of one representative from each eligible 
hunt and one representative from Historic 
Annapolis, Inc. Beginning October, 1976,

first time at a traditional hunt breakfast to be 
held May 16 at the Paca House in Annapolis. 


and thereafter, the committee will consist of 
one representative from each eligible hunt, 
the winner of last season's trophy and one 
representative from Historic Annapolis, Inc. 
However, only representatives from hunts 
that participated in last season's circuit, the 
winner of the trophy and the representative 
from Historic Annapolis will be voting mem¬ 
bers. ^ 

The committee is to meet semi-annually, 
once in October and once at such time as 
requested by the chairman. The chairman 
may from time to time call additional meet¬ 
ings. 

The committee is to elect its own officers 
which will be a chairman, vice-chairman and 
secretary-treasurer each year at the October 
meeting. The committee is to conduct all 
business of this circuit and to make all deci¬ 
sions. 

The Governor's Cup, a perpetual trophy 
to be presented by Historic Annapolis, Inc., 
is a replica of a silver punch bowl made by an 
Annapolis craftsman, John Inch, in 1743. The 
original, now on display in the Baltimore 
Museum of Art, commemorates the first re¬ 
corded formal horse race in Maryland. It was 
a flat race held on an Annapolis course on 
May 4, 1743. Dr. George Steuart's Dungan¬ 
non was the winner of the race, beating a 
heavily favored horse owned by the father of 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton. 

It was this same year that the Maryland 
Jockey Club was founded, an organization of

Maryland's growing hunt race circuit will 
open on Saturday, March 6, with the Marl¬ 
borough Hunt scheduling nine races at Mr.

near Davidsonville. The day-long program 
will begin at 10:30 a.m. Post time for the final 
event is 4:30. 

Marlborough's inaugural meeting was 
held last year and was deemed an outstand¬ 
ing success. 


There will be no timber racing in Maryland 
on the weekend following Marlborough but 
two weeks after the Davidsonville program 
Goshen will hold its traditional Sunday pro¬ 
gram (March 14) at Carl M. Freeman's Tus- 
culum Farm.

The consensus seemed to be that the 
market was strong at the 10th annual Mary¬ 
land Winter Mixed Sale held at Timonium 
early this month but that the catalogue 
lacked the quality of the 1975 edition. 

Last year's auction was the best ever for 
both gross receipts and average price. This 
year's two-day gross ($429,600) was the third 
highest for the sale while the average 
($2,387) was the fourth best. 

Only one horse brought a price in excess of 
$15,000 this year, compared to nine which 
topped that figure in 1975. 

Sonny Werblin's Elberon Farm was the 
consignor of the mare Kinescope which 
gained the highest bid at $29,000. The 
5-year-old daughter of Isle of Greece and 
Eagle's Tryst is in foal to Mr. Werblin's good 
young stallion Silent Screen. 

With Tyson Gilpin serving as agent. 
Kinescope proved to be nearly twice as valu¬ 
able as the sale's second highest priced ani¬ 
mal. Purchaser of the stakes-placed winner 
of $13,411 was Frank X. Pagano who signed 
the ticket as agent for an undisclosed buyer.

Gary Baker as agent. 

The sale this year had a slightly different 
format from past renewals in that the horses 
of racing age were grouped in a separate 
catalogue and sold exclusively on the second 
night. Breeding stock, weanlings and stal¬ 
lion shares were offered on the first evening. 

This split of the catalogue made for an 
uneven distribution insofar as quantity and 
quality were concerned. On the first night 
105 were sold for an average of $2,642. In 
addition to those sold there were 32 charge 
backs. On the second night 75 were sold for 
an average of $2,029. Another 10 were re¬ 
turned to their consignors when they failed 
to meet their reserves.

Happiness Is 
Hunting And 
Singing For 
Dallas Leith

It is not often that a man can do what he 
likes for most of his life, get paid for doing it, 
and reach the top in his field. But Dallas Leith 
has done just that. He is huntsman for the 
Elkridge-Harford hounds and although 
semi-retired is considered one of the coun¬ 
try's finest professionals. 


First a whipper-in and then a huntsman, 
he has been with the club since 1930, serving 
under 12 Masters of Foxhounds. Few 
foxhunting men hold the respect that Dallas 
commands. Known to many of his friends as 
Big D, Dallas has spent his life doing the one 
thing he enjoys above all else. 

Turney McKnight, joint-MFH of the cluB^ 
says Leith is the indispensable catalyst who 
has blended bloodlines and educated 
hounds and staff, thus making the 
Elkridge-Harford the finest pack in America. 

Clinton Pitts, ex-MFH of Elkridge- 
Harford, considers Leith "the dean of 
American huntsmen." In addition, he's a 
dedicated hound man who is honest with his 
hounds, sometimes at the expense of pleas¬ 
ing the people in the field. 

"Somewhere long ago," Pitts went on, 
"someone said a real huntsman has an invis¬ 
ible line of communication with his hounds. 
Dallas has this line. And I guess he's even 
learned to think like a fox, too. In addition, 
he's a careful horseman. I've never seen him 
put a horse in trouble. You'd call him the 
complete huntsman." 

With all this emphasis on foxhunting, Dal¬ 
las occasionally displays a totally unexpected 
talent. He plays a mean guitar and some¬ 
times a mandolin, entertaining at local water¬ 
ing spots and gatherings of horsemen. His 
musical talent makes him a virtuoso on the 
hunting horn. Its plaintive wail starts 
hounds off for a day's sport and calls them in 
when day is done. When Dallas blows, it 
brings a special thrill to those who hear it. 

Pitts remembers riding to a meet with the 
late Walter Ball. They were late and still 
about a mile away when they heard the horn. 
"Wassie called to me to hurry because 'the 
Old Boy is hunting hounds today. That's his 
horn,' he said." 

Born 67 years ago in Aldie, Va., Leith is the 
oldest of three children of Irving and Estelle 
Furr Leith. He has a younger brother Carroll 
and a married sister Sue Diedrich. He was 
the sixth generation to be born on the 300- 
acre farm which had been in his mother's 
family since Revolutionary times. The Leiths 
are an old Middleburg family, the Louis 
Leith memorial race being named for Dallas' 
uncle. His mother died about ten years ago, 
but his 95-year-old father still lives on the 
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farm. It was he who taught Dallas about 
hounds. 

"He was a farmer," Dallas said, "but he 
raised and sold horses and Shetland ponies 
which I helped break. He hunted with 
Middleburg but also kept a pack of his own, 
going out on days when Middleburg wasn't 
hunting. He was always quiet with hounds 
and never interfered with them. He only 
kept good hounds. If one turned bad, he was 
soon gone. 

"In those days everybody called the tele¬ 
phone operator to find out where the meet 
was. If my father heard they were meeting 
near us, he'd call my school and ask them to 
let me out." 

Young Dallas and his friends used to hunt 
his father's hounds, taking turns being 
huntsman. "One Thanksgiving", he re¬ 
membered, "my father was going out with 
Middleburg, so he told me to keep the pack 
in because the club was meeting at Foxcroft 
and he didn't want us to get in their way. 
Well, we went out anyway and were hunting 
in our favorite spot by the Institute where 
they hold beagle trials today. We drew a 
covert and ran right into Middleburg's pack 
which was running a fox. Hounds were all

mixed up. I could see that my father was mad 
when he rode up to Mr. Sands (Dan Sands, 
MFH). But Mr. Sands didn't mind. He was 
glad we were having fun." 

Since Middleburg is considered a foxhunt- 
er's paradise, how did this nice Virginia ho^ 
stray north into Maryland? As Dallas ex¬ 
plains, "Mr. Harry Nicholas, who was Mas¬ 
ter of Harford hounds then in 1930, needed a 
whip, so he called Mr. Sands in Middleburg. 
He recommended me. I was helping my 
father on the farm, but I took the job and 
came to Maryland." 

First Leith whipped for Pat Reagan and 
then for Alfred Smithwick. "Mr. Smithwick 
had a bad fall, so I hunted hounds until he 
got well. He started the next season, but 
stopped. I've hunted hounds ever since." 

Now Dallas goes out about once a week 
while Jack Graybeal and Turney McKnight 
hunt hounds. Bill Norris continues to whip 
for each. However, Jack was hurt last month 
while the club was visiting Andrews Bridge. 
His horse slipped on a macadam road, break¬ 
ing Graybeal's foot. 

Recently Dallas took the children's hunt 
out on the same day that McKnight took 
another pack out farther up country. "This 
was the first time two packs had gone out for 
a long time," Dallas said. "Years ago I re¬ 
member I used to go out twice a day. It was 
about 1936 when I would take one pack out at 
10 on Saturday morning with the Harford 
people. Then at 2, the Elkridge crowd would 
come up and I'd get a fresh pack and horse." 

The years have been kind to Dallas. Still 
tall and handsome, he has picked up a few 
more pounds and his fair hair is grey, but 
he's amazingly fit. Rising each day at six, he 
puts in a full work day tending hounds and 
horses. He has a big chestnut gelding to ride 
with the improbable name of Mary Ellen, 
after the lady who gave it to him, Mary Ellen 
Horner. 

His brief marriage ended in divorce during 
the second World War. As a sergeant he 
served two and one-half years in Oklahoma 
breaking mules. "The mules were a real cir¬ 
cus," he added. "While I was away, Mrs. 
Robert Riggs and Raymond Swift kept the 
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pack going." However, when he returned he 
continued selecting and breeding what some 
consider one of the finest packs of Cross¬ 
bred hounds in America. 

"Generally," Dallas explained, "I use Vir¬ 
ginia stallions from either Middleburg or 
Piedmont and breed them to my English 
bitches. 1 try to bring the dogs I like up here. 
They might be a little old, but it's their blood 1 
want. One of the most outstanding stallions 
we ever used was Middleburg's Red River 
which we crossed with a bitch named Daunt¬ 
less fr6m the Duke of Beaufort's pack. Mr. 
(Edward) Voss was Master then, so he sent 
the Duke a bitch named Daring from this 
breeding. She turned out be a great 
foxhound and her blood is still in the Duke's 
kennel. 

"The reason I pick Middleburg and Pied¬ 
mont is that I know their huntsmen and can 
trust them. You have to be careful getting 
hounds because you can really get stung." 

The qualities Dallas looks for are nose, cry 
and fox sense. "And the only way you can 
tell whether a hound has these," he said, "is 
to hunt him. If they develop bad habits, you 
have to get rid of them. They don't have to be 


beautiful, but, like horses, they run better if 
they have good conformation. 

"We have more foxes than ever. I guess 
the coverts suit them because I believe they'll 
be here forever." 

There may be plenty of foxes, but good 
help is scarce. "Boys aren't learning how to 
be whips and huntsmen anymore," he ad¬ 
ded. "When I was young, a farm boy could 
do three things. He could farm, work on the 
county roads, or learn about foxhunting. 
Now they can all work shorter hours and 
make more money on some construction job. 
There's no school to teach you how to be a 
huntsman, you just have to start at the bot¬ 
tom mucking out stalls and feeding hounds 
and work up. Nobody wants to do this 
now." 

Luckily for foxhunting and for Maryland, 
many years ago a farm boy in Virginia 
wanted to learn about hounds, foxes and 
horses. Hard work and an innate sensitivity 
for foxhunting have put Dallas at the top. "I 
grew up foxhunting," he said, "and I'd 
rather do it than anything else. It's hard to 
remember all the horses I've owned, hounds 
I've trained, or miles I've ridden." □ 
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40-Year-Old 
Barney Still 
Going Strong

Horses over 20 years old are usually near¬ 
ing the end of a useful life. Past 20 it's dif¬ 
ficult, if not impossible, to determine their 
exact age. 

Art Mitchell of Maloney Road, near 
Elkton, has a track pony named Barney that 
he claims is 40 years old. 

How does he know for certain? Simply 
because he's had the horse in his care for 33 
years, and had met the horse four or five 
years before that in 1939. 

Whatever Barney's breeding is, it certainly 
includes a draft horse somewhere. Feathered 
fetlocks, large head, a heavy build are dead 
giveaways. But he's still agile enough to 
serve as a track pony. 

Perhaps it is his draft horse relative who 
accounts in part for his long life. 

According to the Guinness World Book of 
Records, the oldest known horse was a draft 
horse foaled in 1917 who died in 1970, in 
New South Wales, Australia, at 53 years of 
age. The information is documented. 

Other old horses that were listed included 
another 53-year old mare who died in Mis¬ 
souri in 1969, but that claim was not substan¬ 


tiated; nor was the report of a 66-year-old 
Welsh pony who died in central France. 

It would seem the only way to document a 
horse's age is with registration papers. But in 
all probability, most long-lived horses are 
crossbreds, where records are not available. 

Such is the case with Barney. 

Mitchell says Barney was foaled either in 
1935 or 1937. He was just a young horse 
when he arrived at Sunview Training 
Center, Glasgow, Del., from somewhere out 
west. 

Mitchell was training racehorses at that 
time, much the same as he is today, and he 
admired the young horse that was being 
used as a track pony. 

"He was dependable," Mitchell said. 
"You could ride him and concentrate on the 
racehorse you were galloping. I really liked 
him, but the owner wouldn't part with him. 
All he ever said was that someday I could 
have him." 

In 1944 Barney was given to Mitchell. 
Close to ten years old, it was thought his best 
track-ponying days were over and retire¬ 
ment just around the corner. 
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Today at just over 40, he's still used at 
Mitchell's Lucky M Farm to gallop young 
Thoroughbreds, often one or two miles a 
day. It's possible this continued exercise, 
along with superb care, has kept him in the 
excellent condition he is in today. 

Mitchell pointed out a few gray hairs 
around his face that have developed in the 
last few years and says occasionally Barney 
evidences kidney problems. He gets a special 
mixture of feed (8 quarts a day) and top qual¬ 
ity hay. 

"I've noticed in the last few years he 
doesn't drink as much water as he used to. I 
don't know why. He's as contrary as any old 
man. If it's too cold outside to gallop, he's the 
first to let you know he's had enough of this 
foolishness and wants to get back to his nice 
warm stall. But I usually just use him on 
good days." 

Mitchell's son, Darrell (nicknamed Inky) 
jogged Barney around the barn's enclosed

ring and then collected a two-year-old to 
work outside for picture-taking. 

Mitchell said he figured Barney has been 
used to break about 300 horses in his lifetime. 

Mitchell says Barney has a fit if he's not fed 
first, showing that he thinks his seniority 
ranks him above those other young fillies 
and colts. "He's partial to lifesavers and I'd 
better have one tucked in my pocket when 
Barney's around," Mitchell said. He also 
likes beer, soda, and chocolate milk. 

Mitchell is currently training horses for 
Charles and Beatrice Huester, Deerwood 
Farm, Elkton; Lou C. Singleton of Rising 
Sun; Edward Grasso of Newark, Del., as 
well as others. He usually has about 15 
horses in some stage of training. Mitchell 
also works for an engineering firm. 

Like any old animal, Barney occasionally 
suffers from bouts of arthritis. 

"His back legs sometimes are stiff," 
Mitchell said. "We have a blacksmith who 
tends his feet a couple of times a year, and he 
gets his teeth done occasionally, too. 

"Barney has a home here for as long as he 
lives, that's for sure." □

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1973 Foal Crop Statistics 


IVlaryland's Thoroughbred foal produc¬ 
tion registered an all-time high in 1973, ac¬ 
cording to figures released last month by The 
Jockey Club which is the official registrar of 
North American foals. 

Foals of 1973 (now 3-year-olds) totaled 
27,255 in North America. This is also a new 
record high. Foal production in 1972 was 
24,133 and in 1971 it was 25,397. The 1971 
figure was the previous high. 

Maryland's 1973 foal crop totaled 1,476, 
exceeding by more than 100 the record year 
of 1971 in which 1,355 were registered. 

As has been the case since 1964, Maryland 
was the nation's fourth largest producer of 
Thoroughbreds. Topping the Maryland fig¬ 
ures were Kentucky (4,043), California 
(4,007) and Florida (2,472). Virginia ranks 
fifth with 1,037.

Talks On Surgery 
And Anesthesia 


Lineboro equine hospital owner says new 
drugs and advanced techniques have made 
great changes in his field. By Lucy Acton 


ne of the biggest chapters in veterinary medicine 
during the last ten years involves general (gas) anesthesia 
and other sophisticated drugs. 


With the development of new tranquilizers, analgesics 
(painkillers), neuroleptic agents (mood-altering painkill¬ 
ers), and a sedative that works within three to five min¬ 
utes, equine veterinarians have been able to perform a 
number of techniques that used to be reserved for small 
animals. 


Gas anesthesia has led to veterinary hospitals specially 
equipped for horse surgery, resulting in vastly improved 
treatment of colic and orthopedic injuries, among other 
conditions. 

All of which has helped direct the career of Dr. Allen 
Wisner, a 36-year-old Lineboro (Md.) practitioner who 
was just finishing his last year at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary Medicine when gas 
anesthesia was introduced there. 

Brought up around the Maryland race tracks where his 
father Vernon was a familiar figure for many years, first a 
jockey and then a trainer, Allen Wisner was a teenaged 
veterinary helper for Dr. I. W. Frock of Glyndon when he 
wasn't galloping horses. 

With a slight build and weathered face Dr. Wisner 
looks like a jockey today and says he probably would 
have become one had his high school grades not been 
good. But he showed scholastic promise and his father 
pushed him toward college (Penn State University). He 
graduated from veterinary school in 1965, then worked 
for three years as a general practitioner in Hampstead.

By this time the field of surgery in horses was becoming ever more 
promising but there were no operating facilities for local veterinarians. So 
in the fall of 1968 Dr. Wisner opened his own equine veterinary hospital in 
the rural community of Lineboro. Several miles north of Manchester, it's 
actually situated on the Maryland line, with the alternate address of Glen 
Rock, Pa. 

And true to his founding purpose of providing a place for local vet¬ 
erinarians to work. Dr. Wisner has always maintained an "open door 
policy." Other veterinarians may perform their own surgery there. In 
these cases Dr. Wisner usually administers the anesthesia and his staff 
provides nursing care. 

To a man who watched and worked on many horses when local anes¬ 
thesia and a strong twitch were the only restraining tools a veterinarian 
had, the growing field of equine anesthesia holds a special fascination. 

"Restraint has a great effect on what we're able to do for a horse," Dr. 
Wisner says. 

"Take, for example, fine eye surgery. We simply couldn't do that kind 
of work before. Now, using general anesthesia, we can even get around 
the tremendous problem of the horse that has to have its eye medicated 
every few hours. You know the situation — the horse is sensitive about 
having his eye poked at. It hurts anyway, and finally after a few days it's 
all anyone can do to get near his head. Under anesthesia we can insert a 
catheter into his upper lid. The horse is sent home, and when necessary 
the liquid medication is simply dropped into the catheter. It oozes down 
into his eye and the horse doesn't even associate the handling with his eye 
at all." 

Castration of cryptorchids (horses with an undescended testicle) has 
become much safer with general anesthesia and hospitals. Dr. Wisner 
relates. 

"These used to be done in the field, but they can't be done while the 
horse is standing. The surgeon may have to go into the abdomen to 
remove the testicle and if the horse is not completely sedated he'll strug¬ 
gle and it's possible for some of the intestines to come out," he explains. 
"Those simply aren't done on the farm any more." 


Although he believes the University is still the ideal place for colic 
surgery. Dr. Wisner says the surgical treatment of colic has a direct 
correlation with improved anesthesia and establishment of hospitals. 


"The results we were getting in the field were atrocious. There were 
problems with help, contamination. No practice has a large amount of 
colic surgery, and the success rate is still relatively low, but if surgical colic 
is diagnosed early enough the chances of success are increased manyfold 
over ten years ago." 

What actually goes on when a horse is given general anesthesia in a 
hospital? 

Dr. Wisner describes the course of a knee chip operation. The horse's 
heart and respiration are checked and a medical history is taken, espe¬ 
cially noting what drugs the horse has been given and whether or not they 
are compatible with the anesthesia. 
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Wisner continued 

Then the horse is given a sedative or tran¬ 
quilizer, prepared, bandaged, and brought 
into the operating room where an indwelling 
catheter is put into his vein. He's then given 
a short-acting barbiturate, with a calculated 
dosage. 

"The dosage is important," explains Dr. 
Wisner. "Because there's an excitatory stage 
they go through and you want them to go 
through it quickly — within 10 or 15 seconds. 
The veterinarian judges every dosage indi¬ 
vidually, based on the horse's size and 
temperament." 

The horse then buckles, sags, and is se¬ 
cured to the operating table (a vertical plat¬ 
form that is then raised into a horizontal po¬ 
sition). 

An endotrachial tube is passed down the 
horse's throat, and the anesthesia machine 
begins to pump a combination of oxygen and 
a gas called fluothane into the horse's lungs. 

Six or seven times more potent than ether 
and nonflammable, fluothane can be given 
on-a minute to minute basis. Dr. Wisner ex-

plains. By adjusting the machine, the pro¬ 
portion of oxygen and gas can be changed at 
any time. "Anesthesia has to be as minimal 
as you can make it," he points out. "All 
anesthetics are really poisons, and it's just a 
matter of degree between light sleep, deep 
sleep and the big sleep." x 

Different operations require different 
levels of anesthesia: castration or umbilical 
hernia operations, for example, are shorter 
and less painful than colic surgery. 

During the operation pulse, reflexes, heart 
and respiration are monitored and the sur¬ 
geon looks for cues like the color of the 
horse's blood. Darker blood may show that 
the oxygen level isn't high enough. 


Near the end of the operation, says Dr. 
Wisner, the anesthesia is usually lightened 
so the horse becomes ready to wake up. Oc¬ 
casionally, however, if a cast has to harden, 
the horse may be allowed to sleep longer. 


Once the operation is over the horse is 
delivered to a recovery stall, and most are on 
their feet within 15 minutes to one-half hour. 
"That is," adds Dr. Wisner, "if the operation

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hasn't exceeded three hours. Then the whole 
recovery process takes more time. It's harder 
for the horse's system to get rid of the anes¬ 
thetizing agent, and that's why some long 
operations have bad end results. Long bone 
fractures always take a long time, as do some 
colic operations. 

"But you really can't predict postoperative 
recovery. It's amazing how much a horse's 
disposition has to do with it. It also seems 
that anesthesia blocks the thought proces¬ 
ses, so that if a horse is calm when he goes 
under he'll wake up gradually and well. If

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he's anxious and upset he'll wake up that 
way." 

Breeds of horses don't seem to vary in their 
ability to tolerate surgery, comments Dr. 
Wisner, but aggressive colts will almost al¬ 
ways do better than older mares. In telling if 
the horse will be a good surgical risk. Dr. 
Wisner says the veterinarian goes on his 
"feelings" about the horse. "It doesn't have 
to do with athletic ability either, but the 
horse that's frightened of his surroundings 
and people is usually the worst possible pa¬ 
tient." 

Owners can help their animals most by 
being aware of any medications they may 
have been given — some worm medications 
are not compatible with other drugs — and 
any previous drug reactions. Dr. Wisner 
adds. 

Ideally, he likes to get the horse the day 
before an operation, to have time for a physi¬ 
cal, let the horse adjust to his new surround¬ 
ings, and give him a laxative. "Postoperative 
colic is not uncommon and the horses that 


get it are almost always the ones that weren't 
prepared," he comments. 

Routinely, horses go home five days after 
surgery. 

In some cases, such as suturing of severe 
wounds, the surgery is still done on the 
farm. Dr. Wisner says. The anesthesia 
machine can be set up in the field. The deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to transport a horse to 
the hospital can be based, again, on his 
temperament, type of help available, envi¬ 
ronment, and the length of the procedure. 

"Basically it depends on the amount of 
control I need over the horse in order to 
perform the procedure," remarks Dr. 
Wisner. "If the situation requires much work 
around the animal's head I may prefer to use 
a general anesthesia. One of the cardinal 
rules for a veterinarian is to decide whether 
or not to sedate a horse before the procedure 
begins. If you give tranquilizers after the 
horse becomes excited the drug often has the 
opposite effect: the horse becomes more ir¬ 
ritable."

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The key in all situations is to use the least 
amount of restraint necessary to get the job 
done, emphasizes Dr. Wisner, who main¬ 
tains a general horse practice when he isn't 
involved in surgery. He gets about two sur¬ 
gical cases a week, including the ones where 
other veterinarians are involved, and about 
70 per cent of his general practice is 
Thoroughbreds. 

"You have to live this job," says the man 
whose home is not more than 100 yards away 
from his operating room. He and his wife, 
Carolyn, and their three sons aged 13,11 and 
9 live just across the road from the hospital in 
a comfortable remodeled farmhouse. Mrs. 
Wisner, a registered nurse who occasionally 
assists her husband in horse surgery, is the 
daughter of Donald Altman, a former jockey 
and trainer who now works in the mutuel 
department at Keystone and Liberty Bell.

Dennis Murphy Wins Award 

The first Classic Cup to be awarded annu¬ 
ally to the top United States amateur rider in 
international competition has been pre¬ 
sented to Dennis Murphy of the United 
States Equestrian Team. 

The trophy, donated by Classic, a new bi¬ 
monthly magazine covering all the sporting 
and leisure uses of horses, was presented to 
Murphy at the annual meeting of the United 
States Equestrian Team held at the 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel in Philadelphia. 
Making the award was William Steinkraus, 
president of the USET and a contributing 
editor to Classic. 

Murphy, a 30-year-old Alabaman, earned 
a total of 105 points in international compe¬ 
tition during 1975. In addition to riding on 
the Gold Medal-winning United States 
jumping squad in the Pan-American Games, 
he was also a member of the USET jumping 
squads at both the National Horse Show in 
New York City and at Toronto's Royal 
Winter Fair. The U. S. won Nations Cups 
and team championships at both of these 
shows, as well as at the Washington (D. C.) 
International, making a clean sweep of the 
fall circuit. 

Coggins Test Is Required 

All horses competing this year in Mary¬ 
land shows, races or trail rides will be re¬ 
quired to have certificates for Equine Infec¬ 
tious Anemia (EIA) tests. 

"This regulation went into effect last 
November, but there still seems to be quite a 
bit of confusion about it," says Dr. Robert C. 


Hammond, Extension veterinarian at the 
University of Maryland. 

"The regulation states that all horses over 
9 months of age assembled for supervised 
exhibition — and we assume that to mean 
any horse show, including 4-H club and 
neighborhood riding club shows — shall be 
accompanied by evidence of an official nega¬ 
tive test for equine infectious anemia (Cog¬ 
gins test) made within 12 months before the 
date of the event," Dr. Hammond adds. 

The supervisor of the event must check the 
certificates and keep a list of all entries and 
their test status. This record must be avail¬ 
able for inspection if a representative of the 
Maryland Department of Agriculture asks to 
see it. 

Any horse coming into Maryland from 
another state since last April has to have a 
negative Coggins test certificate, says Dr. 
Hugh Binks, chief, animal health, Maryland 
Department of Agriculture, "We have had 
no particular problems with this regulation. 
Of course, all the tracks in the state require a 
negative test before the horse can race, and 
that means that any horse coming to a Mary¬ 
land track from outside the state will have 
been tested, or they will be caught at the 
track. 

"All the surrounding states also require a 
negative test on imported horses," Dr. Binks 
points out, "And that helps our program." 

"We urge all 4-H leaders and horse club 
officials to encourage all their members to 
test all horses that might be going to a show 
of any kind this year," Dr. Hammond adds. 
"The test certificate is good for the entire 
show season, so there is no reason to delay."

Dates for pack horse trips in both West 
Virginia and North Carolina have been re¬ 
leased by the American Forestry Associa¬ 
tion. The West Virginia rides will be held 
June 21-26, July 12-17 and July 26-31 in the 
Cacapon mountains.

Laurel's Maryland Futurity 

Being an incurable gambler, I find the prospects of this year's Maryland Futurity 
tremendously exciting. As you probably know, the race will be run in November at Laurel 
for a purse in excess of $60,000. The distance will be one mile. Competing will be 
2-year-olds which were bred in Maryland. 

The intriguing aspect of this race is that it is restricted to stallions which stood in 
Maryland in 1973. The stallions themselves were nominated (63 of them at a cost of $100 
apiece), and no 2-year-old sired by any other stallion is eligible to compete. 

All but two of the nominated stallions were made eligible by their owners. 

In other words, the owners of 61 stallions paid their nominating fee in routine 
fashion. 

What about the other two? 

It was the owners of 2-year-olds sired by those stallions who made the $100 invest¬ 
ment. 

Clarence Adams took care of Ginger Fizz and Clifford C. Wilson made the payment 
for Jaradara. 

Since Mr. Adams has both a colt and a filly by Ginger Fizz, his decision comes as no 
big surprise. But Colonel Wilson, who lives in Texas, owns the only 2-year-old sired by 
Jaradara. 

The colonel nominated Jaradara after writing to this office to inquire whether anyone 
else had attended to that detail. When informed that Jaradara's owner did not intend to 
nominate. Colonel Wilson picked up the slack immediately with his own check for $100. 

Somehow Tve got to admire Colonel Wilson. He's a gambler. 

So the range in foal crops for the Maryland Futurity will be from the single colt sired 
by Jaradara (who, incidentally, has a full crop of yearlings) to the big crops sired by such 
horses as Northern Dancer, Restless Native, etc. 

Me, Tve got to root for Colonel Wilson and his 2-year-old First Jar Bar. That is. Til root 
for him to be second. The winner? Well, Tve got my one and only 2-year-old eligible for 
the race. His name is Claude The Cat.
